A Campaign for Professional 
Improvement 


A scheme has been inaugurated at the 
school which will, it is hoped, result in 
rendering the work of the school more 
efficient than it is at the present time. The 
plans referred to will include the giving of 
model lessons in the regular meetings of 
the faculty, and the discussion of the 
methods employed. It is hoped also, that 
some educators of national reputation 
may come here to give a series of talks. 

Not the least important element in the 
scheme referred to is the close contact 
that will result between the several de- 
partments of the Normal School and the 
Model School. It must not be inferred 
that the one does not come in contact 
with the other under the present arrange- 
ments, but it is planned to have this a 
matter of more system and uniformity 
then at the present time. It will result in 
each department giving some definite at- 
tention to the work of the grades as it is 
typified in the Model School. This will 
benefit the teachers in charge of the ad- 
vance work also, as it will give them a 
chance to test out their theories in a prac- 
tical way. It will be possible as a result 
to give the very best and most efficient 
training to those who go out from the 
school as teachers. 

The arrangements are at the presen 
time entrusted to a committee of the fac- 
ulty of which Professor Hollis is chair- 
man.—Times-Record.

An article from his pen, 
with the title given above appears in the 
current Education. In his usual happy 
way, Mr. Andrews decries the over-em- 
phasis of vocational education and pleads 
for a more systematic and thoro going 
physical and moral education. He would 
especially have the laws of sex taught 
school children under ennobling condi- 
tions; and the humanities incorporated 
into the curriculua of all elementary 
schools in such a way as to bring about 
moral reaction. 

Professor Andrews is still on leave of 
absence at Harvard, and all of us hope 
to see him back again next year in the 
English Department.

The school will offer prac- 
tically the entire program of studies pur- 
sued during the year, and special atten- 
tion is called to the fact that attendance 
for the full six weeks, if satisfactory 
work is done, renews first and second 
grade certificates; also all standings 
above 80 per cent will be accepted in- 
stead of examinations by county superin- 
tendents. 

There are special courses in music, 
drawing, manual training, domestic sci- 
ence, agriculture, library science, and 
school administration for principals and 
supervisors. The model school will be in 
session and credits may be earned in 
teaching. 

A remarkably fine course of -literary 
and musical entertainment has been en- 
gaged by President McFarland.
